The federal government decided that Hope, 


Ark. (population 8,400) needed a new post office 
and federal office building at a cost of roughly 
$500,000. No one in Hope had expressed any yearn- 
ing for new federal architecture; the local post office 
seemed adequate to the people who used it. 


Editor Alex Washburn of the Hope afternoon 


Star began a grass roots campaign to test the gov- 
ernment's desire for economy. In addition to pub- 
licizing the matter Mr. Washburn circulated a pe- 
tition against the project. 


It was his hope that enough signatures would 


inform the area's congressman, Democratic Repre- 
sentative Oren Harris, that the people of Hope 
didn't want the building. In this way, he thought 
to impress on the federal government that its spend- 
ing is not always automatically greeted with en- 
thusiasm. 


By the time Mr. Washburn had 1,000 signa- 


tures — more names than a majority of any primary 
election in the city — Rep. Harris squashed the 
whole thing. He issued a statement that the Gen- 
eral Services Administration would acquire a select- 
ed site for the Hope post office and federal build- 
ing, and begin construction. The present structure, 
Mr. Harris said was inadequate and the new build- 
ing will mean a savings over the years with all 
federal offices under one roof. 


Mr Washburn is a courageous man (Internal 


Revenue is probably scrutinizing his tax return), 
but it was presumptuous of him and the people of 
Hope to tell the federal government what it could 
do. After all, Washington knows best. But fortun- 
ately all hope isn't abandoned.

French Deny 
Assassination 
Plot Backing

SAIGON, Viet Nam (AP) — 


Vlaj. Gen. Nguyen Khanh was 
•narked for assassination today 
n a plot backed by French of- 
'icials, the premier and strong- 
nan has told associates. 


A spokesman for the French 


Embassy denied the charge. 


The 
premier, 36, returned 


from the Mekong River Delta 
where he escaped death or in- 
jury earlier in the day when 
an armored personnel carrier 
lit a Communist land mine and 
blew up 100 yards away from 
him. 


Informed sources said Khanh 


reported he learned of the plot 
in time to call off a trip, he had 
scheduled. He asserted French 
officials gave a terrorist 100,- 
000 piastres—about $1,300— to 
kill him. 


Reports have been circulat- 


ing in Saigon that a coup was 
being hatched against the man 
who threw out the military jun- 
ta and seized power Jan. 30. 


The charge came at a time 


when the U.S. - backed war 
against the Communist guerril- 
las is going badly and Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle has 
called 
for 
neutralization 
of 


Southeast Asia, including South 
Viet Nam. 


Khanh has said he took over 


rule in South Viet Nam to pre 
vent 
neutralization, 
claiming 


such sentiment was growing in 
high Saigon circles. 


Khanh had visited the battle- 
ield about 15 miles south of 
laigon, where Wednesday guer- 
illas engaged Vietnamese ma- 
ines in possibly the fiercest 
ight of the month. 


A U.S. adviser said that al-

Here's what Dr. Bish has to 


say: First, the girl who gives in 
may gain popularity, but also 
gain the label as promiscuous 
and a push-over. After one ac- 
quiescence, it's easy, often in- 
evitable, to experiment gain on 
other nights. 


Second, both the boy and the 


girl get a wrong impression of 
what sex really stands for in 
an illicit experience. This im- 
pression 
can encourage 
later 


rigidity, because the, clandes- 
tine act procues guilt. And more 
that is negative—the fleeting 
experience often happens under 
very unfavorable condition's. 


Third, there are these liabilir 


ties: the suspicion the girl, is 
wanted only for sex, the dcnger 
of pregnancy, and the religious 
conviction of having sinned, for 
which she will never be for- 
given. 


Suppose you have forgotten 


this leading psychiatrist's ad- 
vice in the intensity of some 
man's persuasion. You may re- 
call, the experience others re- 
port who have acquiesced in a 
clandestine romance. Dr. Bish 
says the average young woman 
often 
wrongly concludes that 


sex is not what it's cracked up 
to be, perhaps that it's even 
revolting. If the experience has 
left her with this reaction, it 
can count as two strikes against 
her later happiness in mar- 
riage. This comes from com- 
pletely distorted concepts of sex 
as it should be. 


And another point Dr. Bish 


adds. Don' tbe midled by the 
happy ending in the romance 
jof some girls who have ac- 
quiesced premaritally, and end- 
ed up with a perfect marriage 
with the man in question. They 
are the lucky exceptions.

Legislature 
to Talk Over 
Districting

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Gov. 


Orval E. Faubus said today he 
will consider including congres- 
sional redistricting in his call to 
a special legislative session if 
the state's four Congressmen 
ask him to. 


Faubus said placing the mat- 


ter in the call would depend on 
the congressmen's working out 
in advance a redistricting plan 
which would be acceptable to 
the legislature. 


"The congressmen are wor- 


ried about the possibility of hav- 
ing to make an at-large race 
this fall," Faubus said in a news 
conference. "They are studying 
the matter." 


The congressmen 
also 
are 


studying the proposed voter reg 
istration bill, which will be the 


principal matter to be handled 
in the special session. 


Faubus said it is now unlike- 


ly that the session will start 
next week.. Because the con- 
gressmen need time for their 
study of the problems. 


He originally planned the ses- 


sion for Feb. 26. The latest 
speculation was that it would 
start next Monday. 


Congressional redistricting be- 


came a special session topic 
when the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled that districts should be, 
as far as possible, equal in pop- 
ulation.

was not renewed because he 
criticized the college adminis- 
tration to higher officials in the 
Presbyterian Church. Ozarks is 
a Presbyterian school.

demic process," Patterson said. 
"He had a hearing before the 
board of trustees and before the 
Presbyterian Church and it even 
went too Chancery Court."

Roaring 60s 
Too Much 
Like the 20s 


EDITOR'S NOTE-The spec- 


ter 
of 1929 still haunts the 


memories of many who try to 
assess today's jaunty optimism. 
How the 1920s and the 1960s are 
alike, and unlike, is described 
by Sam Dawson, AP business 
news analyst, in this, the fourth 
of five articles on this decade's 
course.

NSW YORK (AP) — The 


"Soaring 
Sixties" 
and 
the 


"Roaring Twenties" sound alike 
to many people—too much alike 
for entire comfort. 


But the two decades have 


sharp differences. And in the 
minds 
of 
many 
Americans, 


right now anyway, the differ- 
ences are uppermost. 


Neither decade was without 


its setbacks. 


The late 1920s saw stock spec- 


ulation far 
outstripping any- 


thing the '60s have produced 
so far. It was an era of credit 
expansion, with the newly-or- 
ganized Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem assigned the task of pro- 
viding enough credit for a grow- 
ing economy, but policing ex 
cesses. 


It was also an era of chi- 


canery, of swindles in the stock 
market, in banking, in industry 
It was an era of the fast buck 
and endless opportunity. 


Some point out that the 1960s 


have all these things. Outstand 
ing credit is at a record high. 
Trading on the New York Stock 
Exchange 
has 
topped 
the 


volume of 1929, the old champ. 
Many stock prices are at rec- 
ord highs. So are 
corporate 


earnings. 
Speculative 
flurries 


have burned many fingers. 


Business swindles have sent 


executives 
fleeing 
to Brazil. 


Commodity and stock scandals 
have 
toppled firms, 
brought 


court action. Confidence has 
been widely expressed in the 
licking, or at least the flatten- 
ing, of the business cycle. 


But the differences between 


the two decades are important. 


—Credit expansion and con- 


traction 
is 
more 
skillfully 


handled today, thanks to experi- 
ence from past errors. Security 
markets are regulated now, and 
even stricter policing is being 
studied. Chicanery can be de- 
tected earlier, and retribution 
is swifter. 


—The business cycle of ups 


and downs probably hasn't been 
licked. What many dub the wel- 
fare 
state 
has 
furnished 


cushions for the worst bumps. 
Social Security, corporate pen- 
sions, jobless pay benefits, a 
start at retraining programs, 
all help ease the burden for the 
unemployed. They also help the 
economy by furnishing purchas- 
ing power once unknown. 


—The roles of government 


and business in regulating the 
economy have changed too. 


Business 
is more cautious 


now, more aware that excesses 
such as marked and marred the 
'20s are to be avoided. Self- 
regulation — both out of self- 
interest and to stave off govern- 
ment intervention—is common 
at the company level, the in- 
dustry level, and through or- 


draw its protest.

Anushavan Arzumanyan called 
for a "narrowing" of the pro- 
duction gap between consumer 
goods and heavy industry and 
cited the American economy as 
an example. 


Arzumanyan noted that the 


United States has steadily in- 
creased the proportion of con- 
sumer goods produced without 
sacrificing heavy industry. 


Arzumanyan once was one of 


the most vocal of those insisting 
that consumer goods 
should 


wait. His change of position ap- 
parently followed a policy battle 
among Communist party lead- 
ers. 


Once more the blame for So- 


viet economic shortcomings fell 
on Stalin. Arzumanyan accused 
him of "ignoring personal con- 
sumption as an integral part of 
production 
and 
indispensable 


condition of its fast pace.' ' 


Arzumanyan said the United 


States started showing the way 
as early as the middle of the 
last century and demonstrated 
how efficient production and in- 
telligent use of new materials 
can step up consumer produc- 
tion and at the same time pile 
up capital for more industrial 
production.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Johnson, in search of bet- 
ter if not new ways to handle 
trouble spots like Latin America 
and Viet Nam, just moves one 
man in on another without wait- 
ing for resignations. 


But Fidel Castro's Cuba still 


seems to baffle him. as it did 
President John F. Kennedy. 


He was President less than a 


month when he decided to im- 
prove on the Latin-American 
policies he inherited from Ken- 
nedy. 
Having 
decided, 
he 


moved suddenly. 


He lifted Thomas C/ Mann, 


51-year-old Texan, from his job 
as ambassador to Mexico and 
put him in charge of all Latin- 
American affairs with the title 
of assistant secretary of state 
and White House adviser. 


Mann thus replaced Edwin M. 


Martin who thereupon took a 
few months off before becoming 
an ambassador in Latin Amer- 
ica. 


So far there has been no 


noticeable change in this coun- 
try's Latin-American policy but 
meanwhile 
the 
Panamanians 


rioted against Americans in the 
Panama Canal' Zone, causing 
new trouble. 


In South Viet Nam, which this 


country has backed for eight 
years against the Communist 
guerrillas of North Viet Nam, 
the situation seems to be going 
from bad to worse. 


On Dec. 14, the same day 


Johnson elevated Mann, Roger 
Hilsman. assistant secretary of 
state for Far Eastern affairs, 
was heard from in a speech 
which got a lot of attention but 
contained nothing new. 


Although Hilsmans' province 


included Viet Nam, that day he 
talked of Red China. He said the 
United States thought its policy 
of 
"strength 
and 
firmness" 


would 
produce 
changes 
in 


China, now full of hostility. 


Shortly afterwards came a 


change, but not in Red China. 
There was another coup in 
South Viet Nam, another change 
in government, and the increas- 
ingly confident Red guerrillas 
began assassinating Americans 
in Saigon. 


This 
more 
than 
anything 


brought home to Americans the 
realization that, despite all the 
U.S. aid to South Viet Nam. it 
was the other side that was mak 
ing progress. Johnson is very 
sensitive to public reaction. 


This week the State Depart- 


ment announced all matters in- 
volving Viet Nam 
would be 


placed under William H. Sulli- 
van, acting as special assistant 
to Secretary 
of State Dean 


Rusk. 


In addition Sullivan will head 


a new committee to examine 
and pull toaether American pol- 
icy in Viet Nam. The committee 
includes senior officers from the 
State and Defense departments 
and other apencies. 


Tuesday, one day after the

With Love," has already re- 
covered its $1,850,000 cost in 
England. 


So the American receipts will 


be so much gravy. 


No doubt the new film will 


repeat the success of "Dr. No," 
a surprise hit of 1963. "From 
Russia With Love" is the same 
kind of relenfless entertainment. 
so ingeniously gimmicked and 
so outrageously plotted as to 
defy complaisance. 


Outlining the plot is about as 


easy as capsulizing the events 
that led to World War II. Suf- 
fice to say that this time Agent 
007 is sent to Istanbul to accom- 
modate a beauteous secretary 
at the Soviet consulate who will 
defect only tc him. Only she is 
not really defecting: she has 
been duped by a counter-count- 
er-agent who— oh. forget it. 


A logical continuity cannot be 


written because there is none. 
These films are a throwback to 
the Saturday matinee serials 
that were a Hollywood staple 
for many a year. 


The formula is simple. Every 


five or ten minutes, Bond is 
bottled in a tight or deadly situ- 
ation. Will he 
get 
out? Of 


course. The only difference be- 
tween these films and oldtime 
serials is that you don't have to 
wait until next Saturday to find 
out what happens. 


There is sex. A parade of leg- 


gy, languorous beauties appears 
ready to surrender to the suave, 
furry-chested Bond, and most 
do. 


One brief moment in "From 


Russia with Love" was a gem. 
Visiting a camp of pro-Western 
gypsies. 
Bond 
finds 
himself 


caught in an attack by Russian 
agents. Amid shooting on the 
stockade and covered wagons 
going up in flames, an arrow 
whizzes past Bond's ear. He 
considers the anachronism for 
an instant, shrugs and continues 
fighting.

perhaps this week, a Southern 
filibuster against it will tie up 
all other Senate business for 
weeks and perhaps months.
